Kvcr since its founding, "Our Town" 
lies been a co-operative community pa- 
per. To a greater or less extent, a part 
i:f the "cost of production has been 
shared by the many organizations who 
bene-lit by the Use of ''Our Town" for 
:he publicity essential to the success 
f tlnir en! erprise. 

In the early days of the paper, this 
-nppoit, part from organizations, and 
part from individuals, had to pay a 
ierge part of the operating cost of "Our 
Town.'' There were very few adver- 
tisements, and not very many paid sub- 
scribers. The deficit, then, was met by 
th«'*c voluntary contributions. 

.More recently, however, "Our Town" 
has become entirely self-supporting. 
Furthermore, a few months ago, it was 
found necessary to increase the stand- 
ard size of the paper by .">n' f to accom- 
modate the growing \olunie of news 
:ind advertising matter. This larger 
-ize. which is not maintained during 
the summer months, will be resumed in 
the early fall, with still further im- 
provements in the editorial and mechan- 
ical features of "Our Town." 

As the prosperity of "Our Town" in- 
creased, the voluntary contributions 
dropped off until a few bodies were 
bearing the entire expense of this part 
of our income, and were hence paying 
more than their share. These contri- 
butions still have a very important part 
in the life of this publication. Al- 
though the maximum income from 
these sources can amount to but 5% 
of our total operating cost, yet that 
ii'/n represents the financial margin 
which permits the Narberth Civic As- 
sociation to turn out the most attrac- 
tively printed paper of its kind to te 
found in these parts, perhaps anywhere. 

This year a circular letter was sent 
to the many organizations using the 
columns of "Our Town," suggesting 
a more uniform sharing of this "Quality 
■margin." There were a number of 
responses, and they are still coming in. 
A maximum of $1 per week was sug- 
gested. Most organizations nre unable 
to go that high, as they turn surplus 
funds into their own improvements, but 
the response to date has been most 
generous.

Patten, of Woodside Avenue, 
has been oppointed Postmaster at Nar- 
berth to succeed Edward S. Haws, the 
present incumbent. 

The appointment was made last Fri- 
day, July 21st. Mr. Patten will assume 
charge of the office some time during 
the coming wiek. Before the actual 
transfer takes place, certain details of 
v boiiding, taking of the oath, etc., had 
to be taken care of. 

The appointment of Mr. Patten is 
the outcome of a five-cornered contest 
for the office. When the news was an- 
nounced that Mr. Haws' term was 
about to expire, live applicants came 
forth to take the Civil Service examin- 
ation for the position. These were, 
Edward S. Haws. Carden Warner, A. 
\V. Needham, Miss Ivy K. McLean and 
Fred C. Patten. It was known over 
two weeks' agj) that Congressman Wat- 
son had recommended Mr. Pan en from 
the list of successful competitors, but 
the appintmeiit was not made by the 
President until last week. 

The removal of Mr. Haws was a 
source of surprise and disappointment 
to many residents, who felt that party 
battles should not extend into a com- 
munity such as Narberth. It appeared 
strange to many why a group of poli- 
ticians hundreds of miles away should 
decide the matter of the control of an 
organization intimately concerned with 
community interests — far more so tflan 
in cities. However, in matters like this 
the ordinary citizen has no say. The 
justice, or the injustice is the same in 
every case, for Mr. Haws received his 
appointment by the Democratic ad- 
ministration thiough the removal of 
Mr. Joseph Mulline.'uix, a Republican. 

Mr. Haws has held the position for 
S years and 7 months, having assumed 
office on January 1st, 1IU4. During 
that time he has seen the population of 
Narberth double itself, and the post 
office grow from a dingy little box to 
its present efficient organization. 

The post office force at the present 
time is composed of nine members. 
These are, Edward S. Haws, Postmaster, 
Jack M. Haas, Assistant Postma-ster, 
Ruth E. Haws, Clerk, M'ary Guru, Sub- 
stitute Clerk, Wayne D. Burnside, Sub- 
stitute Clerk-Carrier, Frank Engelhart, 
Stewart Hall and Clarence Long, Car- 
riers, and Benjamin P. Yowell, Substi- 
tute Oarier. Jack M. Haas, the Assist- 
ant Postmaster, has been on leave of 
absence from the office for about six 
months on account of illness. He is 
now in a serious condition at his home. 

When asked for a statement on the 
impending change, . Mr. Haws said 
simply, "Express to the people of Nar- 
berth my most sincere thanks for the 
splendid co-operation and loyal sup- 
port which have made the rapid growth 
of the office possible. I certainly ap- 
preciate the backing I have had at nil 
times. ' ' 

Mr. Haws expects to devote bis time 
for several mouths to the considerable 
task, now under way, of remodelling 
his house. A new house bus been added 
to the present structure, and the old 
half is being altered to three modem 
apartments. The new work is a distinc-t 
.improvement to Dudley avenue, and 
added to other operations in that sec- 
tion, will practically complete the 
block. 

Mr, Patten, who is Scoutmaster of 
the Narberth troop, is leaving today 
with the boys for a stay of several 
days at Camp Delmont. Upon his re- 
turn he plans to assume charge of his 
new duties.

The political axe has fallen. Mr. 
Edward S. Haws has been replaced as 
the postmaster at Nurberth. 

This piece of news will be received 
by Narberth people with varying emo- 
tions. There are those who will say 
with justice, perhaps, that turn about 
is fair play. There are others, too, 
who feel a real sense of regret :at the 
loss of an official who lias carried on 
his duties with a consistent regard for 
the responsibilities in his care, and 
with a deep sense of civic responsibil- 
ity anil loyialty to the town he has 
served. 

Regardless of political affiliations, 
and in Xarbortli they are indubitably 
opposed to those professed by Mr. 
Haws, the sentiment of the people of 
Narberth has been overwhelmingly in 
favor of having Mr. Haws retained. 
But this could not be. The system 
which installed him in office at the ex- 
pense of his predecessor has acted sim 
ilarly to replace him. 

In his eight years of service as post- 
master, Mr. Hiaws has displayed an in- 
terest in the work under his charge 
which has resulted, not only in tho 
maintenance .of an excellent service, 
hut in the improvement of the oflice 
in many ways. .Since the beginning 
of his term, the office has been moved 
front its former eftini]K?cl quarters in 
the building now serving as the real 
estate office of Mr. Robert J. Na.sh to 
its present excellent location. Narberth 
has also in this time been raised to a 
second class postoffice, followed later by 
the greatest improvement of all, city de- 
livery. 

The delivery service, which will stand 
as one of the biggest monument 8 to 
Mr. Haws' efforts, was established on 
.Tuly 1st, 1020. Since that time, there 
have been three carriers serving the 
borough, and a very efficient service 
maintained. These tadvances have been 
• largely duo to the personal interest 
taken by Mr. Haws In the work under 
his charge. 

It is, then, with a sense of loss that 
"Our Town" sees the departure of Mr. 
Haws from the Narberth Post ■ Office. 
Tho new postmaster, Mr. Fred C. Pat- 
ten, enters on his duties with a high 
standard to maintain, but, nevertheless, 
with a great opportunity for the fur- 
ther advancement and improvement of 
our locnl postal facilities. We take 
this opportunity to extend to him our 
best •n'ishes in his new work, feeling 
sure that he will receive the co-opera- 
tion nCcssary to its success.
